POETIC SYMBOLISM. | 


He Cals “ The Worshiper of the 
Image” ® Tragic Fairy Tale, and 
1t He Goer Of into Poetic Ab- 
gtractions of Little Human Interest 
—His Literary Charm Is Present, but 
His Attempts to Embody His Basy 
Are Often Absurd. 


OETIC symbolism runs riot in Richard 
Le Gallienne’s latest story. ‘The Wor- 
shiper of the Image ’’ (John Lane). In 
this tragic fairy tale Mr. Le Gallienne 
has freed himself altogether from any 
tion of realism and dwells wholly ir 
me cloudy regions of pure fantasy. His tale 
ig a bit of symbolism that dramatizes the 
le of a poetic soul for the spirit of 
beauty. and its abandonment of the fleshly 
embodiment, srt is worshiped in ita ab- 
stract image, and beauty ina concrete, wife- 
form is neglected. 
in its literal form the story runs this way: 
A poet, Antony, fascinated by .the resemi- 
blance that a certain plaster cast bears to 
his wife, buys it and brings it home to his 
beloved Beatrice. At first the wife is flat- 
tered by the resemblance, but the story of 
how the original of the cast was a girl who 
drowned herself in the Seine chills her, and 
she’ begs Antony to take the image away 
te the woods. He puts it in his chGlet, calls 
® “Silencieux.’’ and secretly adores it. 
“Every day new life welled into Silencieux’s 
fate, as every day life ebbed from the face 
of Beatrice.”’ ‘‘ To love, not the literal be- 
loved, but the purified, stainless image of 
her—surely this would be to ascend into the 
region of spiritual love, a love unhampered 
and untainted by the earth.” And his muse. 
which had been silenced by the birth of 
Wonder. his little 4-year-old girl, now be- 
comes inspired and expresses itself in a 
poem to the “ Northern Sphinx.’’ In these 
verses he sends a kiss to wander in the fairy 
palace of the image’s hair: 
To climb from golden stair to stair; 
Wind in and out its cunning 
O garden gold with golden flo P 
© little palace built of hair. = 
Silencieux, like Galatea, finds her tonke 
and tells of her love for Antony and of the 
many lovers she has had. She demands 
from him the “ human sacrifice.’ This is 
Wonder, who comes into the woods one day 
and says to her father: 
“ Daddy, what do you do al! day in the wood?"’ 
“TI make beautiful things.’’ 
Show me some.’’ 
Antony showed her a page of his beautiful 


mpnuscript. 
fhy those are only words, silly Daday!"’ 


After Wonder has died from the kiss given 
46 the dust-tasting lips of the image Antony 
eaperiences a revulsion of feeling. He re- 
turns to Beatrice, buries Silencieux, and 
breods over Wonder’s words: “‘ Why, those 
aré Only words, silly Daddy.” Foratime he 
scorns himself as a dream-led fool, a lover 
of colored shadows, but in the end he returns 
to Silencieux, and she says to him: “ There 
is né one but I who ean give you back your 
little Wonder—no one but I who can give you 
heck anything you have lost. If you love 
me faithfully, Antouy--there is nothing you 
can lose but In me you wil! find it again.” 
(Why Mr. Le Galliefne does not write “in 
1” after having twice written “ but I" he 
does not explain). Then Beatrice fulfills her 
destiny, and Antony, iooking upon ter dead 
face, comforts himself w'‘t's the assurance 
that he has her image, but when he reaches 


To one who follows the symbolism there is 
mueh subtie charm, and some of the sensu- 
ous images are exquisitely poetic. But, like 
much smbolic prose, the poetic conceptions 
are hindered rather than helped by corcrete 
realizations which are absurdly unrcal. Mr. 
Le Gallienne may keep his head in the c!ouds 
“if he likes, but if he hopes to amount to any- 
thing as an author he should keep his feet 
within hailing distance of the earth.

Pretensions to thrones in the old world 
seem in some mysterious way or another 
to develop altogether patriarchal qualities, 
Thus Duke Robert of Bourbon, claimant to 
the throne of Parma, which he occupied as 
a child before being driven with his mother 
from Italy by Victor Emmanuel, has just 
become the father of another son, his nine- 
teenth child. Of his progeny eighteen are 
living, the eldest one, married to Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulearie, having died about a 
year ago. 

Of these ‘eight en surviving children of 
the Duke ho ! than ten are Princesses, 
and not one of them is married. Fortunately 
the Duke. a man of about 52 years of age, is 
enormously wealthy. Otherwise he would 
never be able to stand the vast expense of 
the establishment necessary for so huge a 
family. When they travel, what with 
nurses, men sérvants, ladies-in-waiting, 
tutors, governesses, 
it is 
absolutely like the moving of a caravan, and 
not one But two special trains are, as a 
rule, required to move the family from 
place to place. | 

The Duke, it may be remembered, is the 
present owner of the once royal. castle of 
Chambord, in France. It was purchased and 
restored by means of a subscription among 
the rovalists in France and presented to the 
late Count de Chambord (who reigned over 
France for-twenty-four hours as a child 
under the title of King Henry V.) asa token 
of loyalty to Him. When he died it was ex- 
pected by the French royalists that, in view 
of the manner In which the castle of Cham- 
bord had come into his possession, the 
Count would bequeath ft, along with his 
political rights, to the father of the present 
Duke of Orleans, who was the heir to his 
claims to the throne of France. But, to the 
amazement and disgust of the French roy- 
alists, it was found on his demise that the 
eastle of Chambord had been bequeathed 
not to the Count 


that is to say, a royal Prince 


is engaged in 
son-in-law, Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria. 


When the latter, in defiance of the terms of 
the marriage contract, converted his eld- 
est boy, 4 years old at the time, from the 
Roman Catholic Church to that of the 
Greek rite, Du Robert availed himself of 
the fact to decline to continue the payment 
of his eldest daughter's income, for he 
‘had insisted on retaining the capital of her 
dowry in his own hands. As long as the 
Princess remained alive Ferdinand took no 
jegal steps in the matter. _ But on the mor- 
row of the funeral of the Princess he insti- 
tuted proceedings against the Duke for the

GreniteCutters Chicago public 
atan End. building. In the opin- 


fon of those having 
the matter in charge no more difficulty will 
be experienced in this respect in completing 
that structure. Contractor Peirce has won 
his fight against the cutters and will not be 
required to pay 50 per cent more for cutting 
ihe granite for the Chicago building than for 
other work upon which he is engaged. The 
granite cutters have gained one of their main 
points at the same time, as they will not be 
required to work more than eight hours a 
day. The labor wiil be done as “ plece 
work,” and not at a stated figure for the day. 

The controversy, which has been dragging 
fiong for more than two years, was settled 
by the brother of Contractor Peirce, who is 
the manager of the quarry at Mount Waldo. 
While some of the granite has been cut and 
is ready to be shipped to Chicago, it was done 
by members of the legal granite cutters’ 
union, which is an organization not recog- 
nized by the National Granite Cutters’ union. 
The agreement has been signed by the latter 
organization, which is considered much the 
stronger of the two. 

While the Treasury department officials 
were not directly concerned in the contro- 
versy they are naturally pleased that the 

| . matter has been settled. By the end uf the 

\ year 300 cutters will be employed in finishing 
the stone for the Chicage building, which 
will mean that approximately 1,000 men will 
be at work upon the granite for that build- 
ing. Already about $100,000 worth has been 
cut, and from this time on there will be no 
hitch in delivering the granite, which will 
begin as soon as the weather will permit 
setting it.

“ There is no proposal for any reduction of 
wool- duties in fayor of any other foreign 
country, so it is evident that the proposed 
reduction for Argentine wools alone can 
have no effect on our market prices. 

“For eleven months of 1898-’99 Argen- 
tina exported 441,181 bales of wool. Of this 
over 450,000 bales went to the free ports of 
Europe, as, in addition to the absence of du- 
ties, freights are cheaper there than to the 
United States by about 30 per cent.

A touching incident, noticed by few, fol- 
lowed the ceremonies.

The latter summoned 
Jerry Shea, a member of the crew of the 
Texas, who was on the Maine at the time of 
the explosion and who accompanied the 
bodies from Havana to this city, and intro- 
duced him to the President and Secretary 
Long. | Shea was deeply impressed with the 
honor, The President and Secretary Long 
greeted the sailor cordially. 

Some of the relatives made a last desper- 

ate appeal to the authorities to help them 
find which were their own dead, but they re- 
ceived no consolation, as not one of the num- 
When the 
dead were buried in Cuba the ceremony was 
conducted with great haste, as the conditions 
of that climate demanded. Upon the arrival 
of the bodies at Machina Harbor in Havana 
Chaplain Chidwick identified the dead as 
nearly as possible and then the bodies were 
sent to Colon, where they were buried in 
graves six feet deep. Chaplain Chidwick kept 
the records as accurately as possible, but on 
opening the graves it was found the dead 
could not be positively identified. The gov- 
ernment, had agréed to let several have 
bodies of their relatives for separate burial, 
but in this state of uncertainty it was deemed 
best to have them all buried in the govern- 
ment ground, excepting in the case of Ap- 
olzer, of whose identity there was 
no question. His body was turned over to 
his relatives in New York.
